NOTICES  REGARDING  MEAT  INSPECTION 

MEAT  FOR  ENGLAND  AND  WALES 

The  Bureau  is  in  receipt  of  the  Public  Health  (Imported  Food)  Regulations,! 
1937,  made  by  the  Minister  of  Health  in  England,  together  with  explanatory! 
Circular  1522  issued  to  the  authorities  responsible  for  the  operation  of  the  Regu-j 
lations  and  Circular  1639  to  the  port  sanitary  authorities  containing  facsimiles  of! 
the  certificates  acceptable  to  England  and  Wales  for  foreign  meat  and  meat  food; 
products.  The  1937  Regulations,  which,become  effective  January  1,  1938,  revoke: 
the  Public  Health  (Imported  Food)  Regulations,  1925,  and  the  Public  Health 
(Imported  Food)  Amendment  Regulations,  1933. 

Under  the  new  regulations  meat  and  meat  food  products  from  the  L'nited  States 
bearing  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture's  regular  export  meat-in- 
spection stamps,  other  than  those  prohibited  below,  will  be  accepted  by  England 
and  Wales.  Accordingly  on  and  after  January  1,  1Q38,  the  use  of  modified  meat- 
inspection  stamps  on  fresh  meat  and  organs  for  England  and  Wales  shall  be  dis 
continued,  and  all  such  stamps  on  hand  at  official  stations  on  that  date  shall  be 
destroyed  by  inspectors  in  charge  of  the  Bureau. 

The  instructions  in  Service  and  Regulators  Announcements  of  April  1922,  July 
1922,  November  1922,  January  1923,  June  1933,  and  that  portion  of  April  1935 
relating  to  the  application  of  modified  meat-inspection  stamps  to  fresh  meat  and 
organs  for  Great  Britain,  as  well  as  Circular  Letters  1107,  1109,  and  1775  govern 
ing  the  handling  of  fresh  meat  and  organs  destined  to  that  country,  are  hereby 
revoked. 

The  following  meat  is  prohibited  importation  into  England  and  Wales  under 
the  first  schedule  of  the  1937  Regulations: 

(a)  Scrap  meat,  that  is  to  say,  meat  which  consists  of  scraps,  trimmirigs,  or 
other  pieces  (whether  with  or  without  bone) ,  of  such  shape  or  in  such  condition  as 
to  afford  insufficient  means  of  identification  with  a  definite  part  of  a  carcass. 

(6)  Meat  comprising  the  wall  of  the  thorax  or  abdomen  from  which  there  has 
been  detached  any  part  of  the  pleura  or  (except  in  the  case  of  meat  derived  from 
a  pig)  the  peritoneum,  other  than  a  part  necessarilj-  removed  in  preparing  the 
meat. 

(c)  Meat  from  which  a  lymphatic  gland,  except  a  gland  necessarily  removed  in 
preparing  the  meat,  has  been  taken  out. 

(d)  The  head  of  an  animal  without  the  submaxillary  gland. 

The  addition  of  nitrite  of  soda  as  such  to  food,  including  bacon,  imported  into 
England  and  Wales  is  prohibited  under  the  Public  Health  (Preservatives,  etc., 
in  Food)  Regulations  of  England  and  Wales.  Accordingly  export  stamps  shall 
not  be  affixed  to  nor  export  certificates  issued  for  meat  and  meat  food  products 
destined  to  England  and  Wales  to  which  nitrite  of  soda  as  such  has  been  added. 
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MARKING  CLOTH    CONTAINERS  AND  ARTIFICIAL  AND  ANIMAL  CASINGS 

The  following  instructions  supplement  existing  marking  and  labeling  require- 
ments. 

The  mark  of  Federal  inspection,  with  such  other  required  markings  as  "Artifi- 
cially Colored",  "Cereal  Added",  "Dried  Skimmed  Milk  Added",  and  "Imitation" 
shall  be  printed  on  the  following  types  of  containers  near  each  end  so  as  to  be 
readily  visible  to  the  purchaser:  Cloth  containers  and  artificial  casings,  used  for 
sausage  or  other  meat  and  meat  food  product,  having  a  diameter  exceeding  2 
inches  and  a  length  of  more  than  8  inches  after  stuffing. 

The  mark  of  inspection,  with  other  required  markings  such  as  those  indicated 
above,  shall  be  branded  near  each  end  of  sausage  or  other  meat  and  meat  food 
products  stuffed  in  animal  casings  of  the  ordinary  ring  variety  or  larger  if  over 
8  inches  in  length. 

Supplies  of  approved  cloth  containers  and  artificial  casings  now  on  hand,  which 
are  not  in  accordance  with  the  above,  may  be  used  pending  further  notice,' except 
that  all  new  supplies  shall  be  prepared  in  compliance  with  these  instructions. 

SHIPMENTS  OF  MEAT   REQUIRING  SPECIAL  SUPERVISION 

Meat  passed  for  cooking,  fresh  pork  for  Great  Britain,  and  20-day,  5-degree 
pork  may  be  shipped  loose  from  one  official  establishment  to  any  other  official 
establishment  for  further  treatment  in  sealed  railroad  cars  or  trucks  provided 
there  is  no  other  meat  in  the  car  or  truck,  and  (in  the  case  of  cars)  the  receiving 
establishment  has  railroad  facilities  for  unloading  the  meat  directly  into  the 
establishment. 

When  such  restricted  meats  are  shipped  from  one  official  establishment  to 
another  official  establishment  in  the  same  railroad  car  or  truck  with  other  meats 
such  restricted  meats  shall  be  packed  in  individual  containers  and  the  containers 
sealed  and  marked  in  accordance  with  previous  instructions  concerning  their 
handling.  In  such  cases  the  car  or  truck  should  not  be  sealed  unless  at  least  25 
percent  of  the  other  meat  in  the  car  or  truck  is  unmarked. 

The  instructions  in  Service  and  Regulatory  Announcements  of  February  1930, 
under  the  caption  "Shipments  of  Meat  Requiring  Special  Supervision",  are  hereby 
rescinded.

LICENSES  ISSUED  FOR  BIOLOGICAL  PRODUCTS,  AUGUST  1937 

License  no.  133  was  issued  August  30,  1937,  to  the  National  Vaccine  &  Serum 
Co.,  443  and  447-501  East  Las  Vegas  Street,  Colorado  Springs,  Colo.,  for  abortion 
vaccine  (bovine);  blackleg  aggressin  (cultural);  blackleg  bacterin;  hemorrhagic- 
septicemia  bacterin;  mixed  bacterin  (avian);  mixed  bacterin  (porcine). 

LICENSES  TERMINATED,  AUGUST  1937 

Licenses  no.  133,  issued  March  21  and  October  3,  1933,  to  the  National  Vaccine 
&  Serum  Co.,  447-501  East  Las  Vegas  Street,  Colorado  Springs,  Colo.,  were 
terminated  August  30,  1937,  because  of  the  discontinuance  of  production  of  black- 
leg aggressin  and  hemorrhagic-septicemia  aggressin. 

RESULTS  OF  PROSECUTIONS  FOR  VIOLATIONS  OF  LAWS 

Penalties  and  fines  have  been  imposed  in  prosecutions  for  violations  of  regulatory 
laws,  as  reported  to  the  Bureau,  as  follows:

Pennsylvania  Railroad  Co.  (5  cases)  $500  penalties. 
Western  &  Atlantic  Railroad  Co.,  $100  penalty. 

PROCEEDINGS  UNDER  THE  PACKERS  AND  STOCKYARDS  ACT 

Docket  no.  402.— In  re  C.  H.  Acher  &  Co.,  et  at.,  Chicago,  111.  Pursuant  to  the 
provisions  of  the  Packers  and  Stockyards  Act,  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  issued 
an  order  in  the  above-entitled  case  on  March  12,  1934,  prescribing  reasonable  rates 
and  charges  to  be  observed  by  respondents  for  their  services  as  market  agencies. 
Petitioners  were  ordered  by  the  court  to  refund  to  shippers  excess  charges  collected 
between  April  20,  1934,  and  June  8,  1936,  which  they  did  and  since  the  latter  date 
have  assessed  the  rates  established  by  said  order  which  was  found  to  be  lawful 
by  the  courts.  Petitioners,  members  of  the  Chicago  Livestock  Exchange,  through 
their  duly  authorized  agent,  on  August  23,  1937,  filed  a  petition  with  the  Secretary 
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of  Agriculture  alleging  that  substantial  changes  have  occurred  since  1932,  the  year 
on  which  the  order  was  based,  in  practically  all  of  the  costs  affecting  the  business  of 
petitioners,  and  asking  for  a  modification  of  the  rates.  As  the  facts  set  forth  showi 
that  changes  in  conditions  affecting  the  costs  of  expense  of  operations  of  petitioners! 
warrant  some  modification  of  the  rates  prescribed  in  the  order  of  March  12,  1934, 
the  Secretary,  on  September  1,  1937,  issued  an  order  prescribing  new  rates  to  be 
charged  from  September  1  to  December  31,  1937,  and  for  such  time  thereafter  as! 
the  Secretary  may  require  for  the  consideration  of  reports  to  be  filed  by  the  agencies 
showing  results  of  the  application  of  the  modified  rates. 

Docket  no.  689. — In  re  Lane  Livestock  Commission  Co.,  Scottsbluff,  Xebr.  The 
Secretary  of  Agriculture  on  February  13,  1937,  issued  an  inquiry  alleging  that 
respondent  had  violated  title  til  of  the  Packers  and  Stockyards  Act,  in  that  it; 
had  engaged  in  and  used  an  unfair,  unjustly  discriminatory,  and  deceptive  practice 
and  device  in  buying  and  selling  livestock  in  commerce  in  that  it  had  failed  and 
refused  to  execute  a  bond  to  secure  the  performance  of  its  obligations  as  a  market 
agency  and  dealer.  A  hearing  was  held  on  May  22,  at  which  time  respondent  was 
represented  by  counsel.  Tentative  Findings  of  Fact,  Conclusions  of  Law,  and 
Order  was  served  on  respondent,  and  it  was  given  ample  opportunity  to  file 
exceptions,  but  no  exceptions  were  filed.  On  September  14,  respondent  was 
suspended  from  registration  for  6  months,  with  leave,  however,  to  have  said, 
suspension  set  aside  upon  the  filing  of  an  adequate  bond.  Respondent  was  also) 
ordered  to  cease  and  desist  from  engaging  in  business  as  a  market  agency  and 
dealer  at  any  posted  stockyard  without  filing  a  bond  as  required  by  said  act. 

Docket  no.  728. — In  re  Central  Cooperative  Association,  et  al.,  v.  Livestock  Market-^ 
ing  Association,  So.  St.  Paul,  Minn.,  and  Livestock  Marketing  Association,  et  al.,  vi 
St.  Paul  Union  Stockyards  Co.,  So.  St.  Paul,  Minn.  On  February  9,  1937,  the 
Central  Cooperative  Association,  et  al.,  filed  a  complaint  against  the  Livestock 
Marketing  Association,  praying  that  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  set  a  date  foi 
a  hearing  on  the  complaint.  On  March  31  the  Livestock  Marketing  Association! 
filed  an  answer  and  counter  complaint  in  which  it  denied  every  allegation  thereof; 
with  respect  to  its  organization  and  proposed  operation,  and  alleged  that  it  was 
a  duly  organized  cooperative  association.  On  February  18  the  Livestock  Market- 
ing Association  filed  a  complaint  against  the  St.  Paul  Union  Stockyards  Co.,  int 
which  it  charged  that  the  stockyards  company  was  discriminating  against  it  int 
that  it  had  refused  to  accept,  livestock  consigned  to  the  association  and  refused 
to  provide  any  stockyard  facilities  for  its  use  as  a  market  agency.  On  March  4 
the  stockyards  company  filed  an  answer  and  counter  complaint  to  the  complaint 
of  the  Livestock  Marketing  Association,  admitting  that  it  had  denied  said 
association's  application  to  operate  as  a  commission  agency  on  its  stockyards. 
The  complaints  were  consolidated  and  a  hearing  held  on  April  1.  The  parties 
appeared  through  counsel.  Tentative  Findings  o?  Fact,  Conclusions  of  Law.; 
and  Order  was  issued  and  served  on  the  parties.  Exceptions  were  filed  to  thigj 
tentative  report  by  the  attorney  for  the"  Livestock  Marketing  Association  and  the- 
case  was  set  for  argument  on  July  6,  but,  at  the  request  of  the  Livestock  Marketing 
Association,  was  postponed  to  a  later  date.  On  August  1 1  counsel  for  the  Livestock 
Marketing  Association  requested  that  the  complaint  be  dismissed  and  all  proceed- 
ings terminated,  therefore,  no  argument  was  held.  On  September  14  the  case  was) 
dismissed. 

Docket  no.  766. — In  re  Alfred  Heller  v.  John  Clay  &  Co.,  Chicago,  111.  This  isj 
a  proceeding  brought  by  complainant  under  title  III  of  the  Packers  and  Stockyards; 
Act,  in  which  he  seeks  reparation  for  damages  resulting  from  the  alleged  failure 
and  refusal  of  defendant  to  handle  properly  and  fully  account  for  the  net  proceeds 
of  a  cow  that  complainant  consigned  and  delivered  for  sale  to  defendant  at  the 
stockyards  at  Chicago.  A  hearing  was  held  on  May  21,  1937.  An  examiner's 
report,  including  findings  of  fact  and  recommended  order,  was  served  on  July  30. 
and  complainant  was  given  20  days  in  which  to  file  exceptions.  No  exceptions' 
were  filed.  As  the  evidence  adduced  at  the  above-mentioned  hearing  failed  tc 
show  that  complainant  is  entitled  to  any  award  of  damages  against  defendant 
on  account  of  the  manner  in  which  his  cow  was  handled,  disposed  of,  and  accounted 
for,  on  September  4  the  complainant's  petition  for  an  award  of  damages  was 
dismissed. 

Docket  no.  767. — In  re  George  Malavolii  v.  Moon  and  Unthank,  Chicago,  111. 
This  is  a  proceeding  under  title  III  of  the  Packers  and  Stockyards  Act,  in  which 
complainant  seeks  an  award  of  damages  resulting  from  the  failure  and  refusal  of 
respondents  properly  and  fully  to  account  for  the  net  proceeds  arising  from  the 
sale  of  a  bull  that  complainant  consigned  and  delivered  to  respondents  at  the 
Union  Stock  Yards,  Chicago,  111.     A  copy  of  the  examiner's  report,  including 
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recommended  findings  of  fact  and  proposed  order,  was  served  on  respondents  by 
letter  dated  July  26,  1937.  No  exceptions  were  filed.  On  September  10,  the 
complainant  was  awarded  $45  against  the  respondents,  together  with  interest 
thereon  at  the  rate  of  6  percent  per  annum  from  November  23,  1936,  until  paid. 
It  was  further  ordered  that  said  sum  of  money,  with  interest  thereon,  shall  be 
paid  to  complainant  on  or  before  30  days  from  the  date  of  this  order. 

Docket  no.  798. — In  re  Meddin  Bros.,  Charleston,  S.  C.  The  Secretary  of  Agri- 
culture on  May  18,  1937,  issued  an  inquiry  alleging  that  respondent  had  violated 
title  II  of  the  Packers  and  Stockyards  Act,  in  that  it  failed  and  refused  to  pay  the 
full  agreed  price  for  cattle  which  it  purchased  from  and  through  Charles  H. 
Knight  at  Bristol,  Va.  Respondent  filed  an  answer  on  May  28,  thereupon  the 
case  was  set  down  for  a  hearing  which  was  held  June  17.  From  the  evidence 
adduced  at  said  hearing,  tentative  Findings  of  Fact,  Conclusions,  and  Order  was 
:  submitted.  The  attorney  for  respondent  filed  exceptions  to  same.  These  ex- 
>  ceptions  have  been  considered  and  the  findings  of  fact  have  been  somewhat 
changed.  On  September  27,  Meddin  Bros,  was  ordered  to  cease  and  desist  from 
the  unfair  and  deceptive  practices  and  devices  complained  of. 

Docket  no.  832.— In  re  Security  Produce  Co.,  Inc.,  v.  Chicago  Poultry  Merchants 
Association,  Chicago,  111.  The  Security  Produce  Co.,  Inc.,  on  April  28,  1937, 
filed  a  complaint,  under  the  Packers  and  Stockyards  Act,  against  the  Chicago 
Poultry  Merchants  Association,  alleging  discrimination  by  respondent,  relative 
to  the  charges  for  unloading  poultry  at  the  Chicago  market.  The  complaint  was 
served  on  respondent  and  an  answer  filed  on  May  12.  The  allegations  of  the  com- 
plaint were  not  admitted.  Accordingly  the  case  was  set  for  hearing,  the  same 
being  held  on  June  16  and  17.  An  examiner's  report,  including  proceedings,  find- 
ings of  fact,  and  recommended  order,  was  served  on  respondent,  who  requested  an 
extension  of  time  for  filing  exceptions  until  August  20,  which  was  granted,  but  no 
exceptions  were  filed.  As  complainant  failed  to  establish  that  any  damages  were 
sustained  due  to  the  alleged  discrimination  in  the  rates,  the  case  was  dismissed  on 
September  24. 

Docket  no.  896. — In  re  Lillian  Cooper,  Monmouth,  111.  v.  Theo.  Cuny  &  Co., 
Chicago,  111.  On  March  23,  1937,  Lillian  Cooper  filed  an  informal  complaint 
alleging  that  Theo.  Cuny  &  Co.  received  from  her  three  coops  of  chickens,  shipped 
on  January  7,  of  the  value  of  $70,  and  that  Cuny  remitted  no  part  of  the  net  pro- 
ceeds. The  complaint  was  served  on  Theo.  Cuny,  who  filed  an  informal  answer  on 
April  7,  alleging  that  the  driver  of  the  truck  stated  that  the  17  coops  of  poultry 
were  from  C.  E.  Bonner  of  Monmouth  and  gave  the  defendant  a  letter  signed  by 
Bonner,  in  which  there  was  no  mention  of  a  shipment  from  Lillian  Cooper.  The 
defendant  further  alleges  that  he  relied  on  the  letter  from  Bonner  and  remitted 
the  net  proceeds  to  him.  After  the  answer  was  filed  Theo.  Cuny  died,  therefore, 
the  case  could  not  be  set  for  hearing.  However,  representatives  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Agriculture  investigated  the  matter,  and  it  was  found  that  Bonner  was  an 
employee  of  Lillian  Cooper  and  was  paid  for  the  three  coops  of  chickens  in  con- 
troversy as  well  as  14  other  coops  shipped  in  his  name.  Therefore,  on  September 
14  the  case  was  dismissed. 

Docket  no.  908. — In  re  Sellers  Livestock  Commission  Co.,  Muskogee,  Okla.  The 
Secretary  of  Agriculture  on  August  11,  1937,  issued  an  inquiry  alleging  that  re- 
spondent was  insolvent  in  that  it  was  unable  to  pay  its  debts  as  they  became  due  in 
the  usual  course  of  business.  On  August  19  respondent  acknowledged  receipt  of 
the  inquiry,  admitted  the  truth  of  the  matters  and  things  alleged,  and  waived  a 
hearing  thereon.  On  September  4  respondent  was  suspended  from  registration 
as  a  market  agency  and  dealer  for  6  months,  with  leave,  however,  to  apply  for  a 
revocation  of  this  suspension  order  upon  satisfactory  proof  that  it  is  then  solvent. 

Docket  no.  912. — In  re  J.  F.  Walz,  National  Stock  Yards,  111.  The  Secretary 
of  Agriculture  on  August  14,  1937,  instituted  a  proceeding  under  title  III  of  the 
Packers  and  Stockyards  Act,  alleging  that  respondent  had  engaged  in  and  used 
an  unfair,  unjustly  discriminatory,  and  deceptive  practice  and  device  in  connec- 
tion with  the  handling  of  livestock  in  commerce.  On  September  4  respondent 
acknowledged  service  of  the  notice  of  inquiry,  admitted  the  truth  of  the  matters 
and  things  therein  alleged,  and  waived  a  hearing  thereon.  On  September  27 
respondent  was  ordered  to  cease  and  desist  from  the  unfair,  unjustly  discrimi- 
natory, and  deceptive  practice  and  device  complained  of,  and  was  suspended  from 
registration  as  a  dealer  for  1  year.  He  was  also  ordered  to  pay  to  Margaret 
Walsh  $246.33,  with  interest  at  6  percent  from  April  20,  1937,  until  paid,  that 
being  the  amount  he  owed  her  for  eight  head  of  livestock.
